PARIS, Aug. 26— Russian Fo r­ 
eign Minister V. M. Molotov 
ac­ 
cused Australia today of try ing to 
undermine

Molotov carried th e conference 
into its fifth week of fruitless dis­ 
pute wh en h e lash ed out at an 
A ustralian p rop osal to “scrap ” big 
fo ur p lans for rep arations from 
R om anis and set up a new rep ara­ 
tio ns commission to decide th e is­ 
sue. 
Any one wh o agreed to th e Aus­ 
tralian p rop osal, 
Molotov ch arg­ 
ed. “will strike a blow at th e es­ 
tablish m ent of p eace in Europ e.” 
In treaty dem ands against Italy . 
Yugoslavia 
also 
asked th at th e 
f p ost-war Italian fleet be reduced to 
BO vessels, rath e r th an th e 46 sug­ 
gested by th e big four, and th at 
Italy not be allowed to keep any 
destroy ers and only one battlesh ip 
in contrast with th e two p rop osed 
by th e big four. 
The big four tre a ty draft sp ecifi­ 
cally p rovided for only $100,000,- 
000 rep arations from Italy to th e 
Soviet Union, It agreed in p rin­ 
cip le th at th e rep arations demands

slavia. sh ould not exceed $200,000- 
000. 
Molotov’s denunciation of Aus­ 
tralia came after Yugoslavia h ad 
registered with th e conference a 
form al demand for $1,300,000,000 
in rep arations from Italy , a sum 
13 times as g rea t as th e big four 
decided Italy sh ould p ay Russia. 
Tile Yugoslav dem and was dis­ 
closed with th e issuance of more 
f th an 200 p rop osals for am endm ents 
to th e big four’s tre a ty drafts. 
Belgium introduced am endm ents 
to p roh ibit all five form er Nazi 
satellite countries from engaging 
in any research on th e atom bomb.

BUFFALO, N. Y., Aug. 26 — An 
atomic gas unit th at m ight power 
a locomotive from 
co ast to co ast 
for less than a dollar was revealed 
today by the Buffalo M achinery 
Corp. 
Vice President F. Alden Miller 
said the company has applied for 
a patent on the rectifier which 
prodyccs a combustible gas from 
a commercial type of atomic C 
uranium. 
Tile experimental model, which 
has been producing gas successful­ 
ly for six months, was described 
by Miller as about 24 inches in 
height, tubular in shape and built 
of inch-thick high-tension ated to 
withstand 
a 
pressure 
of 6,000 
pounds per sq uare inch. 
Miller said the unit contains a 
chamber for a six-ounce charge 
consisting of l/640th of a grain 
of atomic C uranium dissipated 
into six ounces of inert m aterial 
(wood ash). When saturated with 
water, the charge produces a gas 
which as yet Is unnamed, Miller 
said. 
The substance emerges a drop at 
a time in the form of 
a gooey 
mass, which when it reaches the 
air is dried by the 170-180 (F) 
degree tem perature in the rectifier, 
according to Miller. As the sub­ 
stance 
dries, 
the 
released 
gas 
burns like ordinary illum inating 
gas.

Numb, Burning Arms 
Resu It O f Overwork 


By HERMAN N. BUNDESEN, M.D. 
THE number of letters I receive, 
particularly from women, asking 
wh at to do for numbness and tin g­ 
ling of th e h ands and fingers migh t 
be regarded as a sign of th e times. 
Interpreted, th ese many letters 
mean th at more women are today 
engaged in ph y sical labor than at 
any recent time in h istory . F or­ 
merly confined to wash erwomen or 
oth ers 
h abitually 
engaged in 
h eavy work, th is condition is now 
spreading th rough out th e, fem ­ 
inine world because of th e greater 
demands made on women every ­ 
wh ere during war y ears. 
Domestic Sh ortage 
Th e sh ortage of h ouseh old h elp 
h as been one factor, forcing many 
women to take up unaccustomed 
duties around th e h ome. Th e open­ 
ing of th e gates of industry to 
women as a result of th e war h as 
been anoth er, for in many in ­ 
stances, th ese women h ave added 
a factory job to th eir ordinary 
h ouseh old tasks. 
Dr. Francis M. R. Walsh e of 
England gives to th is condition 
th e long name of acroparesth esia 
of th e h ands and arms. He finds, 
in every instance, th at patients 
are 
h abitually 
fatigued, 
h ave 
weak, flabby muscles and do work 
wh ich requires h eavy use of th e 
h ands. 
Dr. Walsh e believes th at in 
a condition of constant fatigue, 
weak, tired muscles allow th e 
bones of th e sh oulder girdle to sag, 
th us causing th e first rib to press 
on nerves and blood vessels wh ich 
pass to th e arms. Numbness and 
tingling naturally follow. 
Sy mptoms are most severe on 
awakening in th e morning, and 
patients are likely to find th eir 
fingers dumay and weak. 


By th e time th e patient h as 
dressed, th e sy mptoms h ave dimin­ 
ish ed. However, th e fingers remain 
uncomfortable and less nimble 
th an usual th rough out th e day . 
Wh en th e day ’s work is over, th e 
sy mptoms again increase. 
During th e nigh t, th ere may be 
some burning pain wh ich causes 
th e patient to awaken. An un ­ 
usually h ard day ’s work also ag­ 
gravates th e sy mptoms. 
A fter some weeks or month s, 
th e sy mptoms reach th eir h eigh t 
and th en vary from time to time 
with th e amount of work, fatigue 
and th e patient’s general h ealth . 
A few discover th at rest gives 
a great deal of relief. In Dr. 
Walsh e’s opinion, it is th e only 
th ing wh ich will do so. 
In th e past, a number of dif­ 
ferent forms of treatm ent h ave 
been attempted for th is condition, 
but none h as been particularly 
satisfactory . 
Th ese include th e 
application of h eat, massage, cal­ 
cium, or lime preparations, salicy ­ 
lates and vitamins. 


Rest in Bed 
On th e oth er h and, Dr. Walsh e 
h as found th at rest in bed, or 
merely th e stopping of mech anical 
work, will often result in imme­ 
diate disappearance of th e sy mp­ 
toms. 
In th e most sever? cases, h e ad­ 
vises a period of a week in bed 
with th e patien t propped up in bed 
during th e day , with th e arms in 
slings. Th en th e patient may be 
allowed to be up and about, but 
with th e arms supported in slings, 
wh en possible, wh ile standing or 
walking. At th is time, massage 
and measures to build up th e pa­ 
tien t’s h ealth may aid in prevent­ 
ing a recurrence.

THE number of letters I receive, 
particularly from women, asking 
what to do for numbness and ting­ 
ling of the hands and fingera might 
be regarded as a sign of the times. 
Interpreted, these many letters 
mean that more women are today 
engaged in physical labor than at 
any recent time in history. For­ 
merly confined to washerwomen or 
others 
habitually 
engaged 
in 
heavy work, this condition ia now 
spreading throughout the. fem­ 
inine world because of the greater 
demands made on women every­ 
where during war years. 
Domestic Shortage 
The shortage of household help 
has been one factor, forcing many 
women to take up unaccustomed 
luties around the home. The open­ 
ing of the gates of industry to 
women as a result of the war has 
l>een another, for in many in­ 
stances, these women have added 
a factory job to their ordinary 
household tasks. 
Dr. Francis M. R. Walshe of 
England gives to this condition 
the long name of acroparesthesia 
of the hands and arms. He finds, 
in every instance, that patients 
are 
habitually 
fatigued, 
have 
weak, flabby muscles and do work 
which requires heavy use of the 
hands. 
Dr. Walshe believes that in 
a condition of constant fatigue, 
weak, tired muscles allow the 
bones of the shoulder girdle to sag, 
thus causing the first rib to press 
on nerves and blood vessels which 
pass to the arms. Numbness and 
tingling naturally follow. 
Symptoms are most severe on 
awakening in the morning, and 
patients are likely to find their 
fingers clumsy and weak. 


By the time the patient has 
dressed, the symptoms have dimin­ 
ished. However, the fingers remain 
uncomfortable and less nimbi# 
than usual throughout the day. 
When the day’s work is over, the 
symptoms again increase. 
During the night, there may be 
some burning pain which cause# 
the patient to awaken. An *in- 
usualiy hard day’s work also ag­ 
gravates the symptoms. 
After some weeks or months, 
the symptoms reach their height 
and then vary from time to time 
with the amount of work, fatigue 
and the patient's general health. 
A few discover that rest gives 
a great deal of relief. In Dr. 
Walsh©’* opinion, it is the only 
thing which will do so. 
In the past, a number of dif­ 
ferent forma of treatment have 
been attempted for this condition, 
but none has been particularly 
satisfactory. 
These include the 
application of heat, massage, cal­ 
cium, or lime preparations, salicy­ 
lates and vitamins. 


Rest In Bed 
On the other hand, Dr. Walshe 
has found that rest in bed, or 
merely the stopping of mechanical 
work, will often result in imme­ 
diate disappearance of the symp­ 
toms, 
In the most sever* cases, he ad­ 
vises a period of a w<rk in bed 
with the patient propped up in bed 
during the day, with the grr.13 in 
slings. Then the patient may bs 
allowed to be up and about, but 
with the arms supported in slings, 
when possible, while standing or 
walking. At this time, massage 
and measures to build up the pa­ 
tient’s health may mid in prevent­ 
ing a recurrence.

(Continued from Pa ge Fo ur) 
run without profits, and the great­ 
er, the profit, the greater can be 
the wage. In a word the union re­ 
sponsibility for causing industry to 
make profits is more v ital than the 
necessities of the company itself. 
For the company ordinarily has re­ 
serv es, or can carry itself through 
a period of loss, while the unions 
suffer more heav ily from loss per­ 
iods 
of business. 
Most of the 
unions hav e reserv es but those re­ 
serv es come from profitable oper­ 
ations of business. 
Hie gov ernment also has been 
critical of profits in the past, but 
its only source of major income is 
the profit made by business. The 
bulk of taxes are collected on 
profits. If a concern make no prof­ 
it, it pays only a little tax. There­ 
fore with a federal debt ten times 
greater than the late Mr. Roos- 
ev tlt’s feared expansion of it, the 
necessity of 
the 
gov ernment 
to 
maintain or expand business prof­ 
its is essential. Yet too few official 
philosophers look at it in this way. 
Some reconsideration of v ital re­ 
sponsibilities along this line might 
help the outlook.

er, the profit, the greater can be 
the wage. In a word the union re­ 
sponsibility for causing industry to 
make profits is more vital than the 
necessities of the company itself. 
For the company ordinarily ha* re­ 
serves, or can carry itself through 
a period of loss, while the unions 
suffer more heavily from loss per­ 
iods of business. 
Most of the 
unions have reserves but those re­ 
serve* come from profitable oper­ 
ations of business. 
The government also has been 
critical of profits in the past. but 
its only source of major income is 
the profit made by business The 
bulk of 
taxes are collected on 
profits. If a concern make no prof­ 
i t , it pays only a little tax. There­ 
fore with a federal debt ten times 
greater than the late Mr, Roos­ 
evelt's feared expansion of it, the 
necessity of the government to 
maintain or expand business prof­ 
its is essential. Yet too few official 
philosophers look at it in this way. 
Some reconsideration of vital re­ 
sponsibilities along this line might 
help the outlook.
